2. Silhouette . 

a . Conning tower ( point 1 ) . 

Height was approximately k meters, length twice the height, 
double bayonet-shaped; a railing ( point 2 ) was located on the 
lower bayonet -shaped part. 

The conning tower was closed at the top ( point 3) by a lid, 
which could be removed. This was clearly noticea'le by the 
dividing line above the portholes ( point It ). 

A water-deflctor ( point 5 ) was located half way up the conning 
tower. A direction finder ( point 6 ) was located in front of 

the conning tower.

j Two masts ( point 8 ), were located, one each, on star- 
board and port side; each mast SMI M wires running to 
bow and stern. 

A small pole-mast with 1 signal yard® was located between 
these two masts. 

A brass rail ( point 9) encircled the conning tower. 

b. Hull. 

About 8 meters from the bow, a manhole cover (point 12). 

50 centimeters in diameter, was seen in open position. A 
telephone buoy ( point 13 ) was located about 12 meters from 
the bow. 
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A soot-edged exhaust (point lit) , 20 centimeters in diameter, 

was located on port side about 30 meters from the bow. 

An exhaust ( point 1$ ) , also 20 centimeters in diameter, was 
located immediately behind the canning tower, and reached into 
the water. The length of the hull was about 1*0 meters. The 
distance from the conning tower to bow, was approximately 20 
meters, and the distance from the conning tower to stern, 
was approximately 12 meters.
